Hungary's Thirst for Peace. 

Hungary in particular has an astound- 
ing thirst for peice confereice news. 
For Hungary this is the big ‘‘story’’ 2f 
the world: war today. The Budapest 
newspapers alone have sént 1! special 
correspondents to Stockholm. 

King Chattes is credited by the Hun- 
gatian delegates with a sympathetic 
understanding with the cause of demo- 
cracy, but what, accotding to Delegate 
Garami, the king most earnestly de- 
sirés today for Hungray is “peace, 
and again peace.”’ 

In his address Thursday to the Aus- 
trian Reichsrath, Wmperor Charles 
said: “Whoever wishes to reopen bet- 
ter and more human relations will cer- 
tainly find our side ready in a concil- 
latory spirit. In true co-opération with

Views on Amertea in War. .

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PASSPORTS DENIED 


FRENCH SOCIALISTS 


Premier Ribot Causes Demon- 
stration by Announcement in 
Chamber of Deputies. 


PARIS. 2.—Premier Ribot an 


nounced 
vesterday on behalf of the Government 
that passports would not be issued to 


French Socialist delegates to the Stock- 
holm conference, and that passports [for 
Petrograd would be given Socialists 
only when there was no longer danger 
of their meeting enemy delegates in 
Stockholm. 

The Premier's declaration brought 
three-fourths of the members of the 
chamber to their feet in a demonstration 
of approval. The galleries were crowded 
to their limit. 

All the Deputies, except the Socialists, 
stood up and cheered when Premier Ri- 
bot said that ‘peace can come from 
victory alone.” 

Continuing the Premier said: “It is 
certuin that ih peace negotiations no 
party can take the place of the Gov- 
ernment. The peace of tomorrow can- 
not be a peace of any party, neither of 
the Socialist party nor of the Catholic 
party. As it concerns. France, it should 
be a French peace. When the hour 
comes, the Government will ask the ad- 
vice of vour committee and it will tell 
everything. The Government has a 
complete knowledge of its responsibility 

“Tt would be Jaughable if one sougnt 
to make the country and army believe 
that peace could come from such con- 
ferences. Victory alone can bring peace. 
What would they think of us in the 
United States if we allowed Americans 
to believe there was weariness among 
us after three years of war?

Phis and an exceptionally good crop in 
the county have brought garden truck to 
where it can almost be given awny. 
Low prices prevail every year when the 
home grown produce starts to come in 
but now the market is almost dead. 

Radishes are selling at 15 cents a ‘loz- 
én bunches and green onions are about 
the same price) Head lettuce is fillnd'ng 
few buyers at 10 and 15 cents a crate of 
eight to ten heads. Leaf lettuce is 
quoted at 5 cents a crate. The commis- 
sion men say that the grovers refuse to 
buy. The grocers say that the people 
refuse to take the goods off their hands 
when they have gardens of their own. 

W. F. Bentzen, of the Bentzen Coin- 
mission Co., 621 North Fourth street.

SAYS CHILE RESERVES RIGHT 
TO DEFEND HER INTERESTS 


President of Republic, tn Message to 
Deputies, Declares Course Will 
Be Determined by Events. 
SANTIAGO, CHILE, June 1.—Presi- 
dent Di Sanfuentos, has sent a message 
to the Chamber of Deputies, on the oc- 
casion of the opening of Congress, ex- 
pressing his satisfaction that Chile had 
been able to maintain her neutrality tn 
the world war but declaring that the re- 
public reserved her right to take any 
action which might be required for the 
defense of her interests. The message 

was in part as follows: 

“When one of the warring nations ex- 
pressed its intention to execute hostile 
acts against neutral merchant ships. 
thus destroying the liberty of maritime 
communication, we found ourselves 
obliged’ to adopt a reserved attitude as,

Ye Olde Book Store in New York: 


‘ 
ss F the many obscure callings by 
which men gain a living in 
New York, none is more use- 
ful than that of the antiquarian book- 
sellers, of whom there were in 188 
about 20 in the city. The favorite home 
of this class was then the region trav- 
ersed by William and Nassau streets.” 
writes Charles Burr Todd, in his book 
“In Olde New York.’’ 
“These establishments displayed no 


+ | gilded signs or plate-glass windows to 


the public gaze. They never advertised 
in the public prints; they rather avoid- 
ed than sought publicity, being hidden 
away in musty, ill-smelling apartments 
up many flights of narrow stairs, or at 
the end of long, dimly-lighted passages. 
Their customers in person were few, 
their chief patrons being the collectors 
and bibliophiles of the entire country, 
and these were reached by catalogues 
issued quarterly. 

“These catalogues were often exten- 
sive and elaborate and displayed wit 
and ingenuity in their construction. The 
first page of a catalogue of 1868, for in- 
stance, read as follows: ‘Two thousand 
seven hundred personals, sermons, eulo- 
gies, biographical sketches, memorials, 
etc., which may be bought—if anyone 
wants them—of —-, who, on receipt of 
the trifling number of cents hinted at 
just to the left of the place and date of 
imprint, will take pleasure in sending 
any one or more of them, at his own 
expense, to any piace where Uncle Sam 
keeps a postoffice.’ 

“Another is a catalogue of ‘about two 
bushels of tidbits relating to that never- 
to-be-forgotten scrimmage, the Ameri- 
can Revolution, for sale by ——, book 
peddler.’

TO BUSINESS DUE TO WAR 


St. Louis Federal Reserve District Re- 
ports People Are Buying 

The report of Federal Reserve Agent 
William McC. Martin of St. Louis to 
the Federal Reserve Board at Washing- 
ton, made public today, indicates that 
there has been a slowing up of business 
as a result of the conservative opera- 
tions of business men on account of the 
war. He reports, however, that business 
throughout the district is healthy, and 
that there is a remarkable feeling of 
confidence in the future. The reports 
of wholesale houses show that the in- 
creases in their May sales were some- 
what smaller than their April increases, 
he says. People are learning to’Go with- 
out articles that are not necessary, the 
report states. The unseasonable weath- 
er has had a retarding effect‘on busi- 
ness. 

The wheat crop in the district, in spite 
of large acreage being plowed up and 
seeded to other crops, will be somewhat 
larger than earlier reports indicated. 
Other crop conditions have not been en- 
tirely favorable, owing to the cool, wet 
weather. The reports states that a very 
complete organization has been per- 
fected throughout the district for the 
gale of Liberty Bonds, and:that the gen- 
eral public has been buying freely. The 
feod conservation campaign has aiso 
produced good results, Martin states.

The _ situation in 
China has grown steadily more threaten- 
ing since President Li Yuan Hung dis- 
missed Premier Tuan Chi Jui from of- 
fice on May. 23, following a riotous ses- 
sion of the House of Representatives, at 
which the Deputies refused to pass a 
resolution declaring war on Germany.

MENACE UNLESS HONEST SAYS 
A POST-DISPATCH WRITER 


iu address Before ‘Students of School of Journalism at

Interesting anecdotes of newspaper work, and a forceful statement of 
4 political reporter's duty, were contained in an-address made recently 
Yefore the students of the Department of Journalism of the University of 
Missourl, by Curtis A. Betts, a member of the Post-Dispatch staff. The 
occasion was the annual Journalism Week. Mr. Betts has repreecnted the 
Post-Dispatch at several sessions of the Legislature in Jefferson City. His 


theme was “Political Reporting.’

A. BETTS. 


To my mind the successful political reporter must have these qualities: 


1, A keenly alive news sense, 


2. A thorough knowledge of the system of government and its history. 
3. Ap extensive knowledge of public men and public affairs. 


4. An unfailing memory for men 
5. Fearlessness. 


and events. 


And sixth, which in my opinion is above all else, absolute honesty, for 
without that, no matter how brilliant he may be, he will fail in his duty and 


will fail as a political reporter. 

In many ways political reporting is 
not @ifferent from other kinds of re- 
porting, all of which require a keenly 
alive news sense. 

The political reporter usually has had' 
several years’ experience in handling 
news of all kinds and when he becomes 
a political reporter he learns that he 
needs just the same amount of energy, 
just the same amount of ingenuity, just 
the same amount of stick-to-itiveness, 
just the same amount of common sense 
that he needs when he was covering 
fires, murders, suicides, marriages and 
deaths, no more and no less. . 

Some political reporters have an al- 
most overdeveloped news se I re- 
call one instance a number of -years 
ago. It was during the administration 
of Gov. Joseph W. Folk. Herbert §&. 
Hadley, who later became Governor, was 
Attorney-Genera! of Missouri. 

There was one reporter in Jefferson 
City who, if judged by the stories he 
wrote, had the keenly alive news sense. 
He was scoring beats on the rest of us 
with startling regularity, and every once 
in a while they were big enough to 
draw a sharp call-down from our of- 
fices. We couldn't understand it. He 
was not popular, and we were working 
the game for all we knew how. Finally 
the situation became desperate and we 
formed ourselves into a sort of volunteer 
secret service to solve the mystery. We 
solved it, too. 

Tt was the habit of the Governor's 
secretary each morning to open the mail 
shortly before 9 o'clock. He carefully 
opened out each letter, forming three 
piles, one containing letters requiring 
the persona! attention of the Governor, 
another containing letters the secretary 
could answer and the third containing 
letters the stenographer oould answer. 
This done, the secretary invariably left 
the office to visit other offices in th» 
Capitol, leaving the letters on his desk 
in the Governor's large reception room. 


Setting the Trap for Him. 

One of the reporters, trailing his high- 
ly successful and then much envied. an- 
tagonist, saw him loiter in the corridor 

one morning until the secretary left the 
office, and then go in and begin hur- 
riedly to run through the letters. . 

That reporter's doom was sealed right 
then. The others had the stage set on 
the following morning. When he began 
examining the piles of letters he found 
a cracking big story in a letter right 
on top 6f one of the piles. It was writ- 
ten on the stationery of Attorney-Gen- 
eral Hadley, and it bore an excellent 
counterfeit of Hadley’s signature. It 
really was a startling letter. I know, 
because I helped write it. It contained 
bitter denunciation of the Governor and 
all his policies, and concluded with these 
words: ‘I hereby tender my resignation 
becauge I cannot in decency and honor 
longer be connected with such an asi- 
nine administration as yours is.” 

That reporter knew a story when he 
saw it, and he copiéd the letter, In the 
meantime we kept the secretary's atten- 

thon engaged outside in the corridor. 
When we saw the reporter dash for the 
telegraph office a few blocks away, we 
told the Governor the horrible details. 


He was able to stop the story before it r 


# got on the wire. The reporter, however, 
was cured of what I call an overdevel- 
oped news sense.

There was a similar case in Jeffersun 
Cly a few years later which had moro 
disastrous consequences. Most of the 

Jefferson City correspondents use one 
‘Jarge room for a combined office. They 
discovered that one of their number had 
a habit of examining théir waste paper 
baskets for tips on the stories they we? 
writing. .One of them one afternoon 
wrote three or four paragraphs of wnat 
purported to be a story of a large shcrt- 
age in the accounts of a state offictial, 
and told that he had been suspended 

fro moffice by the Governor. 

The reporter stepped out of the office, 
leaving the uncompleted story in his 
typewriter. His agsociate found it there 
and within five minutes was on the 
wire, going to the hundreds of newsva- 
pera which were mombe’s of the great 
press association he represented. A 
Kil order sent cut an hour or so iater 
failed to overtake it in several offi es, 
snd it was published in at least a dozen 
newspapers. It was rather hard on the 
#tate official, but it cured the reporter 

his keenly alive news sense consists 
m yest instances in being everiastingly 
en vwne job. The reporter whe knows 
sews end is continually and continuously 
wh the job {: a pretty hard reporter to 
beat, and that is true,of the politica re- 
porting game just it is true of 
other branches of ng. 

Although the statement neede no proof,

The reporter Knew that that state- 
[ment coming from the Judge meant that 
a case of unusual importance was [to be 
decided, and he also knew too much tv 
ask the Judge what the case was. such 
a question would have been an insult 
to the Judge and unquestionably would 
have ended their friendship. 


A Notable News-Getting Feat. 


What the reporter did was to go off 
to himself and prepare a list of the men 
who would have knowledge of the case. 
Such a list included, of course, all the 
members of the court and a half dozen 
or more employes of the court, We 
then studied this list to determine which 
of those on it would be most apt to di- 
vulge the Tfiformation. Naturally chis 
process eliminated all except a very few. 

The next step was to determine how to 
get at those persons in such a way 
that they would not be frightened. It 
happened that luck was with the report- 
er, though if he had not been on the job, 
luck woyldn’nt have been there, either. 
He finally narrowed the list down to one 
probability, though he retained on the 
list several yossibilities. He learned 
where the one probability probably 
would be and he camped there. It wag 
near midnight when the victim came 
along, He and the reporter had been 
speaking acquaintance for sever.l 
years, and the reporter immediately 
broached the subject of the court de- 
cision. He soon had an admission that 
the decision might be in the suit of the 
State of Missouri to oust the Standard 
Oil Co. from the State for violation of 
the anti-trust laws. A few minutes 
later the reporter's acquaintance, abso- 
lutely without any promise of reward of 
any kind or character, had consented to 
permit the reporter to have a copy vf 
the opinion. The reporter began work- 
ing on it shortly before 1 o’clock in tha 
morning. At 6 o'clock he called a tele- 
graph operator from bed and began 
sending his story. By 9 o’clock more 
than four columns of it was in type 
awaiting release. Tne court met at 9:15. 
The reporter had established a long dié- 
tance telephone connection with his of- 
fee. The Court announced the decisions 
at 9:20, and at 9:30 the paper represented 
by the reporter was on the street with 
every essential detail of probably the 
important decision ever handed 
down by the Missour! Supreme Court. 


Necessity of Keeping Informed. 


The need for a thorough knowledge vf 
the system of Government and its his- 
tory is too apparent to need elaborai- 
ing. 

An extensive knowledge of public mon 
and public affairs is absolutely essen- 
tial. 

There seldom is an event in politics 
of news value that is not related to 
some previoug event or to something 
which ts yet to happen. To under- 
stand the full significance of political 
events the reporter must know the 
men involved and their relationship 
with other men, other events with 
corporate and special interests. 

For instance when the election of a 
state legislature or a city council is 
over, the wise political reporter will 
devote much time to an exhaustive 
investigation into the lives of the 
men elected. He will learn that this 
member is a lawyer, that he is the 
representative of the railroad which 
passes through his county, and that 
he rides on a railroadgpass. He will 
learn that another member is a phy- 
sician, that he is the railroad com- 
pany'’s doctor in his county. Another 
he will find is a railroad bondsman. 
Another has heavy investments in 
telephone stock. Another its an at- 
torney for a big electric company in 
his section of the state. Another is 
a police court lawyer in one of the 
big cities and is closely allied with 
the vicious criminal element. 

When the reporter sees these men 
introducing or opposing bills which 
concern the interests with which they 
are affiliated, he instanUy knows thc 
motive and he immediately begins to 
hunt for the Afro-American in the 
woodpile. He naturally and almost 
invariably is justifiably suspicious of 
everything they take a hand in. 

Thies line of thought calls to mind 
one of the features of legislation the 
political reporter soon realizes at a 
session of the Legisiature. That is 
that almost never is a bill passed by 
the Legislature on the basis of its 
merit. Very few bills become laws 
because they are good bills. 


Goes by Pull. 


In the last foarte of the Legislature 
heard your dean pleading before 
mittees Of the Senate and House 

for the passage of a Dill authorizing 
the holding of an election to permit 
the voters of Missouri-to say whether 
they Wanted a new Constitution for 
the State.

said for it and nothing bad could be said 
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about it. But 1 was as certain it would 
not be passed as I ever was of any- 
thing in my life: 1 suspect the dean 
knew it, too, but he never would admit 
it. It was different with me. I print- 
ed the story of the elements that would 
oppose it, nof oppose openly, but secret- 
y in the dark-lantern proceedings of 
night committee meetings. 

I knew the Nquor interests didn’t want 
the bill to pass because it might mean 
prohibition in Missouri, or it might mean 
woman's suffrage, which would mean 
rrohibition. 

{ knew the railroads didn’t want it be- 
cause it might mean additional restric- 
tions on them. 

I knew the professional politicians 
didn’t want it because it might mean 


| that the rotton politics of the cities, and, 


yes, of the country, too, might be to 
some degree purified. 

Knowing these things, i also knew 
that the brilliant member of the Legis- 
lature who accepted a man’s-sized sal- 
ary—and a big man at that—for going 
about the State making anti-prohibition 
speeches when the Legislature was not 
in session, wasn't going to aid any Dill 
which might mean prohibition. 

And I knew that the members who 
were railroad lawyers, railroad doctors 
and railroad bondsmen were not going 
to aid any bill which was opposed by 
the railroads. 

And I knew that tliose members who 
are practical politicians, practical for 
the money there is in it for themselves, 
as some of them are, were not going to 
aid any bill which might purify poll- 
tics even a little bit. 


How Bills Die of Inanition. 

The bill died. It was not killed in the 
open. You might say it was smothered 
to death. It was carefully stowed away 
where it never came to the light in the 
Senate. But the dean is still hopeful. He 
thinks he can put it over at the next 
session. He has my best wishes, but I 
predict-he will find the same condition 
in two years that he found two months 
ago imthe Legislature. 

Another thing the political reporter 
soon learns to look for at the Legislature 
is the ‘‘Jokers,’’ of which you probably 
have heard much. 

A joker in a legislative act may be a 
word, a sentence, a paragraph or a4 
whole section, cunningly inserted to 
make the bill mean exactly the opposite 
of what it is supposed to mean. It 
might even be a whole bill, or several 
of them. . 

I remember a few years ago when the 
late Col. William H. Phelos was the 
head of the railroad loeby in Jeffersor 
City, the chairman of the House Com- 
mittee toward the close of the session 
was boasting of the many anti-railroad 
bills passed; a lobbyist overheard him, 
and replied: 

“Yes, you played the dickens. You 
have passed 19 anti-railroad bills, and 
the full 19 of them have been the law 
of Missouri for 20 years.”’ 

The railroad lobby had caused the in- 
troduction of many bills, which looked 
anti-railroad, and taken up s0 much 
time of the committees that they had 
no opportunity to consider bills the 
railroads really opposed. Those that 
had been passed only reenacted existing 
laws. 


‘Jokers’ Denature Bills. 


One instance of a one-word joker in 
the last Legislature was in one of the 
appropriation bills. One section of the 
bill read: 

“Section 69. Kelly & Kelly. There is 
hereby appropriated out of the State 
Treasury, chargeable to the capitol tax 
fund, the sum of $20,000, for the relief of 
Kelly & Kelly, of Kansas City, Mo., in 
full payment of their claim against the 
State of Missouri for the plan submitted 
to the Board of Fund Commissioners, 
for the sale of the State Capitol Bonds.” 


. To you that section probably seems tu 


be straightforward and honest, but 
there is a ‘‘joker’’ in it, and if it had 
passed as written there, Kelly & Kelly 
never would have received a_ dollar. 
The joker is in the word “tax” in the 
term “‘capitol tax fund.’’ The Supreme 
Court had held that the capitol tax fund 
can be used solely to retire the State 
Capitol Bonds, The bill should have 
read ‘capitol, building fund.”” The joker 
was discovered and the bill was amend- 
ed, and Kelly &- Kelly will get their 
money. 


» 


There are always many jokers and it 
keeps the political reporter busy seeking 
them out. A joker always means a good 
story. 

An unfailing "memory for men and 
events is so closely allied with the 
matter I have just discussed that: it 
needs no further comment. 

Next we come to the essential for 

a political reporter which [ have said 
I considered of paramount importance 
~—fearlessness and honesty. 
_ The political reporter who is afraid 
to expose wrong, afraid for any rea- 
son, either through personal physica) 
fear or through the mortal fear of 
losing friendships, is entirely useless 
as a political reporter. He is compe- 
tent to cover meetings of an Old 
Ladies’ Aid Society, perhaps, but I 
would not trust him at a Suffrage 
Convention. 


As to honesty, the political report- 
er must be honest both with the men 
with whom he comes in contact and 
with his paper, which is the coun- 
try’s only protection against dishon- 
esty in government. 

Every political reporter, to be suc- 
cessful, must be a man who can be 
trusted by the men he meets. The 
reporter who violates a confidence 
never Will make a successful political 
reporter. It is necessary that a po- 
litical reporter should obtain a great 
deal of information which is in co 
fidence and which he cannot use until 
some specified time, or perhaps not 
®» all, to enable him to understand 
and write intelligently about matters 
which do not come to him in confi- 
dence. 

But on this point I would suggest 
that reporters hesitate before accept- 
ing-a confidence, because in many in- 
stance the very men who will take 
you Into their confidence and expect 
you to keep it inviolate will abuse 
your confidence. They will use their 
knowledge ‘that they can Gepend upon. 
you to further thelr own interests 
at your expense. [f you will pardon 
me, I will tell you of cn instance of 
that kind in my own experience. 


Reward of Keeping Confidence.

When the Governor had completed the 
story, I charged him with a deliberate 
attempt to abuse my confidence. I point- 
ed out to him that the story was one 
which could Se obtained from any one 
of 100 guards at the penitentiary, any 
member of the St. Louis Police Board. 
or from 10 to 20 other persons. I told 
him that if I obtained the story from 
any other person I would use it. 

Within a half hour If had it from ax- 
other source and TI printed #. He 
charged me wWith having violated his 
confidence. His only purpose in telling 
the story to me was that He hoped io 
prevent its publication if anybody elsa 
leaked. 


Petty Grafters a Menace. 


There is one class of political re- 
porters occasionally met at the State 
capitol. I know of only one way to 
describe them, and that is by the one 
word “grafters.” 

They are the reporters who get 
their names on the State payroll, who 
aecept all the lobbying jobs from the 
real lobbyists. They are leeches whe 
should be driven from the newspaper 


profession. They are not entitled to 
the confidence or consideration, or 
even friendly association, of honest 
newspaper men. 

They pick up a few dollars of extra 
money during a session of the Legis- | 
lature, and their papers lose many | 
good stories, the stories these report- 
ers can’t print because it would in- 
jure the interests from which they 
‘get their graft. If a reporter's name. 
is on the State payroll he is barred 
from exposing the wrongs he sees; 
on every side. 

Of course such leeches could not 
exist in the newspaper profession if 
there were not leech newspapers. Any 
gonest newspaper would soon detec 
that it had such. a man on its staff 
and would fire him. 

I hold that a political reporter has | 
no right to accept one cent of money | 
from any other source than the cash 
window of the one newspaper for 
which he works. Of course many 
newspapers ask a great deal of their 
reporters’ Many of them pay ridicu- 
lously low salaries, and yet expect 
their men to resist all the tempta- : 
tions which fall the way of the re- 
porter, particularly the political re- 

porter, I was not asked to offer you 
any advice, but if I had been that; 
advice would be that-if you don’t see | 
clearly your duty, if you have not 
the courage to resist the temptations 
which will come to you, you had bet-. 
ter not be political teporters. 

A grafting reporter is more to be 
despised than a grafting public of- 
ficial, because it is the duty of the 
reporter to expose graft.

FOUR FINE SPANISH PLAYS. 

NTEREST in the Spanish drama has 

been rapidly increasing in this coun- 
try in the past year or two. There 
have been indications that this interest, 
if it had more material to feed upon, 

might assume the dimensions of a 

, popular fad, as intense, if not as wide- 

spread, as the present fad of Hawaiian 

music. « 

For this reason, the publication of s0 
fine a group of plays as the four se- 
lected from the dramatic works of 
Jacinto Ben&vente, and translated by 
John Garrett Underhill, is most timely. 
This book deserves a very large circle 
of readers, since the plays are fascinat- 
ing and rich in opportunities fo- the ac- 
tor and the producer. The characters 
are more human than those of “ch:- 
garay, and the situations are more 
sprightly than those of the Q.inicros, 
whose plays have lately had a consid- 
erable vogue. 

Benayvente, his transiator writes, has 
written 80 plays in 2% years. Thuse in 
the présent volume are chosen from his 
later works: Three are termed cuineates 
and one is a tragedy. Most remarkable 
of the four is ‘“‘The Bonds of Interest,’ 
a comedy in three acts. A prologue an- 
nounces this as ‘a little play of pup- 
pets, impossibie in theme, without any 
reality at all.” This sarcastic bit of de- 
precation is followed by a play full o/ 
action, dominated by the character of 
the imposter, Grispin, wicked partner 
of the idealist Leander. This character 
is as picturesque as is that of Francois 
Villon in Justin McCarthy's “If I Were 
King,’’ and the play, in its seventeenth 
century setting, portrays humanity as 
it has been in all centuries. 

“The Evil Doers of Good” is a satire 
on selfish and dictatorial dispensers of 
charity. ‘His Widow's Husband,” the 
only one-act play in the group, is a 
keenly amusing comedy of cross pur- 
poses. ‘‘The Ill-Beloved,”’ a tragedy, is 
boldly developed. Its theme tis the close 
kinship of hatred and love, the word 
love being used in the sense of passion. 

A minor defect in the work is the plan 
of printing lists of names, instead of 
casts of characters. This makes;it nec- 
essary for the reader to plunge into the 
first act with no idea of the personal- 
ities or relationships of the play. The 
book is uniform with the lately pub- 
lished volumes of Strindberg and Tchek- 
off.’ It is to be hoped that another vol- 
ume of Benavente-will follow. (Scrib- 
ner.) 

FINE PORTRAITS. 

Jeanette Lee in her “Unfinished Por- 
traits,"’ has given some really fine por- 
traits of great artists. She gives some 
iittynete ‘oicher of the lives of TI- 
tian, Giorgione, Leonards, Durer, Schu- 
bert, Bach and Chopin. There !s a deli- 
cacy of touch in her work, which mukes 


of these artists did not have .he stamp 
of approval of the Philistine world, but 
the author knows now t. icll Incidents 
very delicately, so that even irregulari- 
tles can be forgiven, %r at least over- 
looked.
